He Could Not See the Preacher and His 


Good Intentions Were Nullified— 
Dancing Plumes Before His Eyes 
Distracted His Attention 
From the 


Sermon. 
The women of Green Bay 
have in 


augurated a reform that should be fol- 
lowed by 'their sisters' in Janesville. 
They have decided to lay aside their 
hats npon entering their pews in the 
churches, and remain vincovered during 
the services. 
Worshippers here as well as elsewhere 


are greatly annoyed while attending 
church at their inability to get a view 
of the pulpit and its occupant while 
seated behind the average woman's hat.
